It is a copy of 
a bill passed by tho Ontario legislature 
to effect the same object. It seems to 
bo a good measure and wo remember 
complimenting^ the - government upon 
its passage, VA clause in the act pro- 
vides that it is not to come into foi'ce 
until ;the publication of a prochuuation 
by (this government. As tho procla- 
mation has not yet made its ap])ear- 
ance, a division of assets cannot take 
place.-' The creditor who« first obtams 
a judgment is entitled to collect his 
claim in full, should the assets prove 
sufficient,- and the remainder of the 
creditors may whistle for their money. 
Wo believe that the repeal of the bank- 
ruptcy laws was a mistake; and after 
this government,, with a prompitude 
which reflected credit on them, had passed 
their^sujbatitute they should have given 
it.. immeSrate' "effect. ~ Tho legal and

ing tho abandonment of old Trinity 
Church- 

Apropos to church entertainments, a 
Unitarian Conference has pronounced 
it criminal to turn "a spiritual pro- 
fession into a caterer to undignified ea- 
tortainments." 

The (Anglican) clergy in tho neigh- 
bourhood of Frelighsburg seized the op 
portunity of the visit of the Bishop of 
Montreal to lay tho foundation stone 
of the Stewart Memorial Church to 
hold a "quiet day" devoted to pfajr^oi^ 
exhortation, and meditation. 

On the tomljstone of the Kev. Dr. 
Morrison, th« renowned Chinese mis- 
sionary, is the following characteristic 
epitaph: "I have sinned; I have re- 
pented; I have trusted; I have loved; I 
sleep, I shall rise, and (through tho 
grace of Christ, though unworthy) I 
shall reign." 

The Rev. "Willard P,' Hardy narrow- 
ly escaped a failure to be ordained as 
pastor of a Congregational Church at 
Whately, Mass., because, ho said, in 
answer to a question by tlio Council, 
that "it is our fault, and not simply 
our misfortune, that Adam sinned." 
Several mombors objected to that doc- 
trine. 

Canon Farrar, in a recent sormoa 
on Foreign Missions, said that missions 
to tho heathen had been an unmistak- 
able reflex blessing to ourselves, partly 
in the indirect and uncontemplated re- 
sults of science, discovery, and. com- 
merce, and far more inestimably hy 
awakening a deeper religious lifo at 
home.

Ono gen- 
tleman observed soothingly that "the 
old were just as bad as the young," and 
another almost repeated . word for 
word tho Lord Provost's' diSm'al in- 
dictment of his youthful subjects.

A dying man in Hamp- 
bhire, when visited recently by his 
parish clergyman, was deeply offended 
at his being called a sinner. ?o*iSinner," 
he said," I bo no sinner. ' I liavc? been 
to church every Sunday for twenty-two 
years and never missed. "And what 
do you know of tho Lord Jesus Christi" 
the clergyman asked, and the dying 
man looked up and answered, "I never 
hoard of the gentleman." "Why,'' said 
the minister, "you heard at the end of 
every prayer 'for Jesus Christ's sake." 
"Oh," said the man "I heard that, but 
I never knew what it meant."

.Winter wheat has been much dam- 
aged in larg^seoUons of Ontario, as 
well ns in consfderable sections of the 
Western States. 

The Bussians are the largest consum- 
ers of cucumbers of any people, and the 
variety known ns tho Early Russianvia 
the earliest variety known. ' It grows 
in pnira, is small, but very linrdy and 
productive. 

Andre lioroy of Anglers, France, is 
the largest cultivator of roses in the 
world. Ho grows 1,000 varieties of 
every conceivable kind- and sbado of 
color, having obtained many now sorts' 
by hybridizery. lA' beautiful .>variety 
he has named after his daughter Alice 
I.croy. 

The Indians planted tlioircorn when 
tho leaves of tho white oak had attain- 
;od the size of a mouse's oar, wliicli 
answers to tho tirao of planting by tho 
the farmers of tho present day, from 
'tho 10th to tiie 15tli of May. About 
tho time of apple blo.ssoma also i» a 

good time tn plnnt. 

In growing celery use horse-manure, 
tho stronger kinds being much too.rank 
for tho growth and perfection of this 
favorite esculonl. Tho mode of grow- 
ing celery has jccu very much simpli- 
Ced of lato sinco tho plants are not 
grown in a hot bed as formerly, but the 
seed is .sown in open ground eailv in 
iAIay. 

Maritime Province papei'.n linpe tiiat 
their farmers nie sowing this spring as 
large a breadth of land wit.h wheat as 
possible. The lesson.s taught by tho 
experience of last year in tliis matter 
should not bo forgotten. Tho benefit 
to tho Province from a greatly in- 
creased wheat crop this ycai would bo 
great. The indications at present aro 
that breadstuffs thisye.ir will command 
a good ])rico. 

Try planting cnrJi in drill rows, throe 
feet apart, dropping the corn so as to 
have the stalks stand about 12 or M 
inches apart. It is claimed by those 
who have tried drill culture that the 
crop is increased nearly one-fourth. It 
will repay ono to experiment and per- 
haps something valuablo ixiay come of 
the trial. 

PI int a few seeds of the .sunflower 
near the house and no danger need bo 
apprehended from the miasma arising 
from cesspools, stagnant water arid 
other oflensive matter. Contagious 
diseases like fevers will rarely nfl'cct 
tho inmates of a Iiouso when tliis pow- 
erful absorbent of air poisons is grown 
near by. Besirics, the seeds are excel- 
lent for poultiy, imparting much bril- 
liancy to tho plumage sinco the seeds 
contain a large quantity of vegetable 
oil. 

Of novelties in field and garden seeds 
we may mention the Turk's turban tc- 
mato, a very early and prolific variety. 
In grows in clusters of from 5 to 12, 
has faw seeds, is very solid and is one 
of the best sorts for preserving and dc^ 
corating. The excelsior water molon 
grow.s very largo and is of fine flavor. 
The log of wood musk mcdon grov.'s to 
a great length, is early and prolilioand 
of excellent flavor. 

As soon as the cattle and sheep get 
a taste of grass they dp not relish , dry. 
fodder; but bcomo uneasy hnd -th'ejT.-! 
fore should be "turned out to pasture" 
just as soon as the grass is lai'go enough 
to warrant a continuous yield of herb- 
age. About tho 10th or loth of May 
is soon enough, unless the season opens 
very early and the grass is very for- 
ward. If tho range is large and the 
herd small it may do to pasture them 
earlier, but not too soon if any amount 
of dry food is given them in connection 
with what they get in the field. 

The St. John, N. B., Sun say.s:— We 
hear nothing of early amber cane cul- 
ture up river this spring nor of the 
sugar-bcot industry. We are not sur- 
jirisccl that tho sngar-bcet business 
flags. The difficulties in the way are 
formidable find arc bettor understood 
than they worn even a short time ago. 
But the prospects of success in the 
early amber cane culture seem bright 
in the North- Western States, having a 
climate not essentially different from 
the inland sections of our own Province. 

The prospect is that in all of the 
north-western wheat-growing States 
the crop -of winter wheat will bo quite 
as large as that Last year. Tho average 
is greater, although tho average yield 
per acre may be less. Tho acreage of 
spring wheat also is larger than a year 
ago. So far the outlook is certainly 
favorable for a second yield of -luO,- 
000,000 bu.shels of wheat in tlie United 
States far 1880. D uring the last three 
years Europe has not produced a largo 
crop of wheat, but the prospects now 
are unusually good for a large yield. 

No other one vugetablo product has 
been perfected to a greater extent than 
lettuce. Formerly only a niass of 
spreading leaves made up (he plant, 
while now tho finer young sorts have 
firm, dense heads like the cab'jago,with- 
out any bitter fiavor, and of a light 
greenish color and very brittle and 
tender. As a necessary dish on the 
breakfast tabic in early spring it can 
hardly be superseded; certainly not by 
the radish, a more pungent but less 
favored roli.sh. The older Booth, in a 
letter to his father, advises the use of 
lettuce because of the small and harm- 



known-as— thetGn^nnrrpeanagrrety- 
large fruit but of irregular shapes; one 

of the earliest sorts is the Sweet Span- 
ish, a very large and early sort

In 1838 a reVeUion r^.bro^ oij^rj in 
Canada, and two^ b'attalibna of the 
Coldstream Guards wero sent thither 
to as.sisb in quelling it. Both . corps 
occupied tho citadel of Quebec, and in 
thoir turn supplied the guards that 
wore ordered to bo mounted in differ- 
ent parts of tho town and neighbor-, 
hood. Kear one of these guards was a 
farmyard which had suffered much from 
tho ravages of foxes — animals that wero 
nt that pel iod a great pest to tho colo- 
nists ; and as the farm in question had 
boon suspected of being the meeting- 
placo of tlie rebols, a chain of sentries 
was placed around it. One day the 
sentry whose duty it was to watch the 
farm entrance had his attention attract- 
ed by nn unu.sua! noise, and on looking 
towards tho spot whoiico it proceeded 
he beheld a fine gooso fleeing towards 
him closely pursued by a fox. His 
first impulse was to have a .shot at the 
latter; but this would havo alarmed tho 
guard and brought condign punishment 
on himsolf for giving a false alarm. Ho 
He was coin])p]led, therefore, to remain 
ft silent spectator of the scene, while 
every step brought the ro3'nard nearer 
to his prey. In the lieight of its de- 
spair tho poor bird ran its head and 
neck between the legs of the soldier in 
its frantic endeavor to reach the refuge 
whicli the .sentry-box could afford, and 
at the same moment the wily fox made 
IX desperate grab at llie gooso, but too 
late, for ere ho could get a feather be- 
tween his teeth the ready bayonet of 
tho sentinel had paa.sed through his 
body. Tho poor c lose, by way of show- 
ing its gratitude to it.s )ireaerver, rub- 
bod its head against his legs, and made 
oilier equally curious demonstratioiis of 
joj; nor could it ever be prevailed upon 
to quit the po.st, but walk up and down 
day after day with each successive 
sentry that was placed there until the 
battalion left fJanada, when the goose 
was brought away witii it as a regi- 
mental pet to England. The most re- 
markable thing in connection with the 
story is that tiio goose in turn actually 
saved its preserver's life. Whether the 
former know that the sentry was tho 
same man or not must, of course, for- 
ever remain a jiroblem ; but it so hap- 
pened that he was on that particular 
po.st again about two months after- 
wards, when a dcsiiPrntc attempt 
was made to surprise and kill 
tho unwary sentinel. It ._was winter 
time, and although it was a bright, 
moonlight night, the moon was hidden 
ever and anon by the scudiding clouds 
which seem to presage an approaching 
.storm. In these moments of darkness 
a sharp observer might have noticed 
the .shadows of several men- who, unob- 
served by the .somewhat drowsy son- 
tiuoiital, wero endeavoring stealthily 
to approach the post where ho stood. 
Suddenly, ho heard, or thought lift 
hoard, a .strange lu.stling sound, and 
flung his musket to his shoulder, he 
shouted loudly: "Who goes there 1" 
Not a sound, save the echo of his own 
voice in the distance, and the sighing 
of the winter w ind among the branches 
of tho trees wiiicli stood in the desert- 
ed farm-yard, responded to tho chal- 
lengR. Several minutes elapsed, dur- 
ing which the .soIdiGr inarched up and 
down on his lonely beat followed by 
the devoted goose, until, deeming his 
alarm unwarranted, he again "stood 
at ease" before the sentry-box. This 
wa.s the enemy's opportunity, and the 
rebels were not long in endeavoring to 
profit by it. Closer and closer they 
stole up towards the post, the thick 
snow which lay on the ground com- 
pletely deadening the sound of their 
footsteps. Butjust as two of their 
number, one on each side of the sontrv- 
box, wore preparing with uplifted 
knife to spring upon the unsu.s[)ecting 
man, the bird made a grand effort, 
rose suddenly on its wings, and sweep- 
ing round the sentry-box with tremen- 
dous force,| flapped its wings right in 
the faces of the would-bo-assassias. 
They were astounded, and rushed blind- 
ly forward; but tho sentry, fully arous- 
ed to his danger, bayoiiered oiie and 
shot at the other as ho wus running 
awuy. Meanwhile the other conspira- 
tors approached to the assistance of 
their colleagues; but the bird repeated 
its tactics, and enabled the sentry to 
koop them nt bay until the guard — 
whom the tiring of his musket had 
alarmed — came upon tho scene and 
made them flee for their lives.

CANADA. 
MoNTKEAL, July 1 — ^Tho direct dam- 
age cau.sed by the Lachino Canal ac- 
cident is about $500,000. Tho indi- 
rect damage will likely exceed a mil- 
lion dollars. 

FRANCE. ' 

Pahis, July . l.~Several Jesuit es- 
tablishments are taking jiroceedinga 
against tho commissioners of police for 
violation of domicile and infringement 
of personal liberty. 

Paris, July 2. — M. Constans, Min- 
ister of the Interior and ■V\''or8hip, has 
received a letter threatening him with 
assassination in tho name of the .sacred 
heart. 

SOUTH AMERICA. 

Paris, July 1 — Intelligenco is re- 
ceived frbra Buenos 'A;yros that a treaty 
of peace has been signed. LeJedos has 
withdrawn as a candidate for the pres- 
idency. The provincial forces have 
laid down their arma in Buenos Ayre.s. 

Panama, Juno 22. — Arica was at- 
tacked by a Chilian force 6,000 strong 
about the 4 th or 5th inst. Before the 
fight began the Chilian commander 
summoned the Peruvian garrison to 
surrender, but received for a reply — 
"Wo will resist until our last cartridge 
is exhausted." The demand was re- 
newed on the following day with the 
observation that Oen. Bagnendano, in 
deference to the energetic defense of 
the city and with a. desire to avoid use- 
less '.shedding '^of ' bloodj begged the 
Peruvian ofKcers to accept conditions. 
Tho reply was tho fsame aa before. On 
the 8tli all communication between 
Arica and other points in Peru was 
cut off and it was believed in Lima 
that Arica bad fallen. The Kango 
Copac, it was uiiderstood, would be 
blown up before allowing her to fall 
into the bands of the enemy. 

ITALY. 

Ko.ME, July 1. — French religious or 
dors affected by the anti-Jesuit decrees 
have telcgrajihed the Vatican their in- 
tention to submit to the law. This pro- 
bably means that the orders are not yet 
expelled. Tho Pope has decided to ac- 
cept Pruiisia's church law. He intends 
at the next consistory to nominate 
bishops to fill tho vacant socs of Dub- 
lin and Abercorn. 

AUSTRIA. 
Vienna, July 1. — Newa haa been re- 
ceived bore that a force of 5000 Alban- 
ians is marching into the northern i)or- 
tian of the ceded district. 

INDIA. 

Bombay, July 1. — The British com- 
misaionors at Cabul have been sum- 
moned to Simla to confer with the 
viceroy on tho state of aEfairs in Af 
ghanistan. 

SPAIN. 

Madrid, July 1. — Subcriptions to 
the Cuban loan wero opened to-day in 
Madrid and Barcelona and have been so 
liberal that the loan is already twice 
covered. 

ENGLAND. 

London, July 1 — The quarterly re- 
turns just published shows that the 
gross revenue of the United Kingdom 
for the fiscal year ending June 30th, 
1880, was .£81,962,063, against JE83,- 
220,327 last yearj and for the last 
quarter of the present year £19,619,- 
058, against £18,922,050 for the same 
period of tho previous year. 

In the case o^ Burnand vs. Rhodo- 
comachi, in the Court of Common Pleas, 
Lord Coleridge decided that the de- 
fendant, a merchant, who had obtained 
tho net sum of £2804 as compensation 
for tobacco destroyed by tho Alabama, 
must band the amount to the plaintiff, 
an underwriter with whom tho tobacco 
had been insured, and who had paid 
upon it as a total loss. Lord Coleridge 
said that the defendant being -pos 
sessed of the money to which, ac- 
cording to the prlnoiploB of English 
law, the plaintiff was justly entitled 
an English court must give it to tho 
plaintifl" despite the act of Congress^ of 
the United States excluding the claims 
of underwriters.

Scientists have of late had d growing 
conviction that the development of 
parasites upon tho phylloxera will 
prove the most eflectivo plan of de 
stroying that and similar insect pe.st.s. 
A parasite of the phylloxera has now- 
appeared in Sicily, and its effect will-be- 
watohed with interest. 

A correspondent of a Tasmaiiian 
journal records an instance of the self- 
poisoning of a snake. The reptile 
being pinned to the ground by a forked 
stick instantly buried its fangs in its 
own body. Its coils around the stick 
quickly relaxed, and in less than three 
minutes the snake was dead from the 
effects of its own venom. 

Tho present centre of interest to 
English geologists is a nowly-discovered 
fossil forest in an Oldham quarry. 
About a dozen trees have been {qutid, 
some of them over two feet in diame- 
ter. Near their roots nro numerous 
impressions of ferns and other plant.s. 
It is considered Romcwhttt remarkable 
that, although the trees belong to the 
middle-coal iieriod, no coal has been 
found near them. 

An old millstone, five and a half 
feet in diameter and seven inches thick 
with a central hole eleven inches in 
diameter, was left in an English 
orchard many years ago. In 1812 a 
filbert tree sprouted from tho earth at 
tho bottom of the hole, and gradually 
increased in size from year to year un- 
til, in 1868, it was found that the 
tree had completely filled tho hole, and 
actually lifted the stone from the 
ground, wearing i^ aa a girdle about its 
trunk. 

The moon was once a region of in- 
tense activity, as is clearly shown by 
tho vast volcanic craters covering ita 
surface, but it has long been believed 
that all changes in its form due to 
cooling from a molten mass ceased ages 
ago, leaving our satellite a cold, dead 
world. Recent observations, however, 
havo shown a great black crater, over 
three miles in diameter, which was 
never seen prior to 1879. Aa many 
very minute features in the same vicin- 
ity wero mapped by careful observers 
before that time, it can hardly be sup- 
posed that the existence of so large an 
could have escaped notice. The con- 
clusion ia, therefore, drawn that the 
crater was formed during the year 1876 
or 1877. This would seem to indi- 
cate that the moon's internal fires are 
not yet completely extinguished, and 
it is possible that some day we may 
witness the interesting obstacle of nn 
active lunar volcano.

And 
pretty soon the Zulu.s' interpreter came 
to us and said it was only third time 
the poor fellows had had a chanco to 
speak their native tongue siuco they 
hud came to this country and they felt 
a heap better for it. And then the 
fellow who had bet they wero not tho 
real Zulus paid his wager and went 
away fearfully ashamed and the crowd 
fell back in re.spectful awe to let u.s 
pass on. — Boston Post.

ly uninstructod in military duties, That 
this should be tho case is probably 
mainly owing to the inferiority of the 
Chinese oflicers. "Tlioy are," say.s a 
French writer, "below all criticism;" 
and that they nre so must bo ascribed 
to the low esteem in which the profes- 
sion of arms is held in China. "You 
would not," runs a Chine.so s.aying, 
"take good iron to mako into nails, 
and you would not take a man worth 
anything to mako into a soldier."
